Reserve Corps 


Dr. John R. McDill of Milwaukee, 


one of Wisconsin's leading surgeons 
and son of Alexander S. McDill, a for- 
mer congressman from this district, 
has been ordered into active duty with 
the medical reserve corps of the" Unit- 
ed States army. 


Dr. McDill. who returned only a few 


months ago from Germany, where he 
was on the staff of an American hos- 
pital, has been given the title of ma- 
jor. 
His summons to report came 


from New York by long distance tele- 
phune and without previous warning. 


Major McDill expects to sail for 


Europe at once, but to what duty he 
will be detailed has not been learned.- 
The choice of Dr. McDill for the title 
of major was made in recognition of 
his long experience in military work. 
He served as an army surgeon in the 
Spanish-American war. While in Ger- 
many he cared for thousands of 
wounded and sick in the large army 
hospitals. On returning to this coun- 
try afU-r the outbreak of hostilities 
he traveled with Ambassador Gerard. 


Dr. McDill has written a book of 


the progress made in the medical field 
in the handling of wounded from his 
experience abroad. The United States 
government will print 25.000 copies 
of the work.

proper shoes, not because he isn't 
willing to, but because there are so 
many fool parents and other people 
that he is able to sell only the fool 
shapes. 


If lack of exercises causes weak- 


ness, proper exercises should produce 
strength. 
They will. 
I have pre- 


pared a longer article on prevention 
and cure of moderate cases of weak 
feet which I forward to any inter- 
ested Wisconsin citizen on receipt of 
stamped two-cent (2c) and self-ad- 
dressed envelope.

Bourn, secretary of the county ex- 
emption board, the latter sent him to 
a hotel and also gave him work at 
the fair grounds. After the fair an- 
other job was found for him, but Wro- 
blewski mysteriously disappeared. 


Just when Mr. Bourn was growing 


fearful that Wroblewski was "lost' 
again, he received a letter from him, 
written at Chicago under date of Sep- 
tember 14. 


In the letter, which was addressed 


to -Mrs. Born." Wroblewski said he 
returned to Chicago to save paring 
for his hoard.

There is much to learn, 
he said, and he expressed satisfaction 
at being in France early, as his work 
now will make him more useful when 
the United States is ready to take 
over its full burden on the firing line. 


A letter to his wife, written in the 


form of a diary while Major Robertson 
was on board ship, gives some inter- 
esting personal details of *hip »»« 
and, incidentally tells of some of the 
precautions taken to guard against 
submarine attacks. Even on the voy- 
age across, Dr. Robertson and his 
companions were fully occupied, les- 
sons in French and conferences on 
medical topics being regularly on the 
program.

The llotflnn trench had boon taken 


cud lost three times by fie Krlt -K

weuj into action with l.CuO rueu of ail 
ranks and cnnie out with C<*» 


I have saiJ that because we were on 


the extreme right of tbe line we had 
the hottest little spot In France to 
hold for awhile. You see, we had to 
institute a double defensive, as we 
had the Germans on our front and on 
our flank, the whole length of the 
trench to tbe right of us being still 
held by the Germans. There we had 
to form a "block," massing our bomb- 
ers behind a barricade which was only 
fifteen yards from the barricade be- 
hind which the Germans were fighting. 
Our flank and the German flank were 
in contact as flery as that of two live 
wire ends. And meanwhile the Fritzes 
tried to rush us on our front with nine 
separate counterattacks. Only one of 
them got up close to us, and we went 
out and stopped tbat with the bayonet. 
Behind our block barricade there was 
the nearest approach to an actual fight- 
Ing hell that I had seen. 


And yet a man who was In the midst 


of It from beginning to end came out 
without a scratch. He was a tall chap 
named Hunter. For twenty -four hours, 
without Interruption, he threw German 
"eggshell" bombs from a position at 
the center of our barricade. He never 
stopped except to light a cigarette or 
yell for some one to bring him more 
bombs from Fritz's captured store- 
house. He projected a regular curtain 
of fire of his own. I've no doubt the 
Germans reported he was a couple of 
platoons, working In alternate reliefs. 
He was awarded the D. C. M. for bis 
services in that fight, and, though, as 
I said, be was unwounded. half the 
men around him were killed, and his 
nerves finished in such condition that 
he bad to be sent back to England. 
The Big Blunder and What It Cost. 


One of the great tragedies of the war 


resulted from a bit of carelessness 
when a couple of days later the effort 
was made to extend our grip beyond 
the spot which we took In that first 
fight 
Plans had been made for the 


Forty-fourth battalion of tbe Tenth 
Canadian brigade to take by a'ssault 
tbe trench section extending to tbe 
right from tbe point where we had es- 
tablished tbe "block" on our flank. The 
hour for the attack had been fixed 
Then headquarters sent out a counter 
mandlng order. 
Something wasn't 


quite ready. 


The on1ers were sent by runners, as 


all conflQentlal orders must be. Tele- 
phones are of no avail any more, as 
both our i»eople and the Germans have

after our conversation. Both be and 
my pal MacfarUne were shot down 
dead that morning. 


When they railed fur volunteers to 


go with me in discharge of Major Lew- 
is' order tbe entire company responded. 
I picked out twenty-five men. twelve 
bayonet men and thirteen timbers. 
They agrwl to my plan, whUn was 
to get wttbin twenty-five yards of the 
gun emplacement l»efor« attacking, to 
place no dependence on rifle flre. but 
to b»mb them out and take tbe posi- 
tion with the bayonet We followed 
tbat plan and t«ok tbe emplacement 
quicker than we bad expected to Jo, 
but there were only two of us l«ft 
when we got there- Private r.odnalL 
No 177.**n. and mj«<-lf. 
All the rest 


of tbe twenty-fl\e were dead or down. 
Tbe emplacement wa* be <\ by eleven 


I Tumbled In on Top of th« Four. 


the trench he followed us. still hold- 
Ing his hands up and repeating, "Mercy, 
kameruti;" At the next trench angle 
we took five more prisoners, and as 
Godsall had been slightly wounded in 
the arm I turned the captives over to 
him and ordered him to take them to 
the rear. Just then the men of our 
second wave came over the parapet 
like a lot of hurdlers. In five minutes 
we had taken the rest of the Germans 
In tbe trench section prisoners, had re- 
versed the flre steps and had turned 
their own machine gun against those 
of their retreating companies that we 
could catch sight of. 


As we could do nothing more here, 


I gave orders to advance and re-en- 
force the front line. 
Our way led 


across a field furrowed with shell holes 
and spotted with bursting shells. Not 
a man hesitated. We were winning. 
That was all we knew or cared to 
knew. We wanted to make It a cer- 
tainty for our fellows who had gone 
ahead. As we were proceeding toward 
tbe German reserve trench I saw four 
of oar men, apparently unwounded, ly- 
ing In a shell hole. I stopped to ask 
them what they were doing there. As 
I spoke I held my German rifle and 
bayonet at the position of "guard." the 
tip of tbe bayonet advanced, about 
shoulder high. I didn't get their an- 
swer, for before they could reply I 
felt a sensation as if some one bad 
thrown a lump of bard clay and struck 
me on the bip, and forthwith I tum- 
bled In on top of the four, almost 
plunging my bayonet Into one of tbenx 
a private named Williams. 


MeClintock Badly Wounded. 


"Well, now you know what's the 


matter with u.i." said Williams. "We 
dldnt fan to, but we crawled in." 


They had all been slightly wounded. 


I had twenty-two pieces of shrapnel 
and some shell fragments Imbedded In 
my left leg between the hip and tbe 
knee. I followed tn« usual custom of 
tbe soldier who hat "got It" Tbe first 
thing I did was to light a "fag" (ciga- 
rette), and tbe next thing was to In- 
vestigate and determine If I was In 
danger of bleeding to death. 
There 


wasn't much doubt about tbat Ar- 
terial blood was spurting from two of 
the wounds, which were revealed 
it hen the other men In tbe hole helped 
me to cut off my breeches. With tbeir 
ald I managed to stop the hemorrhage 
by Improvising tourniquets with rags 
and bayonet*. One I placed as high 
up as possible on tbe thigh and the 
other Just below tbe knee. Then we 
all smoked another "fag" and lay there 
Dstenlng to tbe Wg shells going over 
and tbe shrapnel berating near us. It 
was quite a concert too. We discussed 
what we ought to do. and flnal|* I 
said: 


"Here, you fellows can walk, and I 


rtn't Furthermore, you're not able to 
carry ne because you're got about all 
any of you can do to navigate alone. 
It doesn't look as If It's going to be 
any better here very norm. 
You all 


proceed to the roar, and If you can get 
sane one to come after me I'B be 
obliged to you." 


They accepted the propmdtlon be-

esting .program was earned out. At 
that time an exhibit was made up and 
sent to the state convention at Kau 
Claire, this having been the first time 
Portage county participated in the 
state meeting. 
It is expected that the meeting to 


be held at Amherst will be a large 
one and that many growers will in- 
stall exhibits. The potato crop this 
year is among the best ever harvested 
and the work of standardizing varie- 
ties of potatoes that has been carried 
on in the county for two or three years 
should begin to show results. 


The formation of the Wisconsin 


Potato Growers' association, which has 
done so much to advance the industry 
in this state, took place in 1912. Since 
then a continuous campaign of educa- 
tion has been waged and as a result 
the bulk of the stat-'s potato crop is 
now limited to six or eight established, 
tested and qualified sorts and many 
states have copied Wisconsin's system.

PIONEER LADY CALLED 


Mrs. 
Anthony Lally, Resident Here 


Over Forty Years, Dies Aftei- 


Long Illness 


The death of Mrs. Anthony Lally 


at her home on Briggs street at 5 
o'clock last Friday afternoon removes 
another pioneer resident of Portage 
county, one who had lived here since 
girlhood and was always regarded 
with love and respect by eveyone who 
knew her. 
Mrs. Lally suffered for a 


period of sixteen months and since 
the first part of January was confined 
to her bed continuously. 
Early in 


May, 1916, she received a stroke of 
paralysis and the following August 
the lady was again similarly affected, 
rendering her helpless for a few 
weeks. 
The latter part of last year 


she gradually became weaker and for 
eight months required constant care 
and attention, which was lovingly be- 
stowed by her husband and his cou- 
sin, Miss Mary Lennon, who was sum- 
moned here from Minnesota shortly 
after Mrs. Lally was first taken ilL 


The third and fatal stroke came two 


weeks ago last night and from that 
time until her dissolution she was in 
an unconscious condition. 


Mary Morrisey was born in Win- 


chedon, Mass., Jan. 1st, 1851, making 
her upwards of 66 years of age. 
The 


family came to Wisconsin some four- 
teen years later, locating at Spring 
Lake, near Berlin. 
They moved to 


Stevens Point in 1874 and on the 2nd 
of September of the following year 
the young lady was married at St. 
Stephen's church to Anthony Lally.
